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Pakistan begins 
offensive against 


al-Qaida, Taliban

DERA ISMAIL KHAN, Pakistan — Pakistani sol- 
diers attacked militant bases in the main al-Qaida and 
Taliban stronghold along the Afghan border Satur- 
day as the nuclear-armed country launched its most 
critical offensive yet against insurgents threatening its 
stability. 

Five soldiers and 11 militants were killed as the 
more than 30,000 troops deployed to the region met 
stiff resistance in parts of South Waziristan, a possible 
hide-out of Osama bin Laden and a base for jihadists 
bent on overthrowing the U.S-backed government, at- 
tacking the West and scuttling the U.S. war effort in 
Afghanistan. 

The U.S. has pushed Pakistan to mount the offensive, 
which follows three unsuccessful campaigns since 
2001 in the mountainous, remote region by mostly 
poorly equipped soldiers trained to fight conventional 
wars, not counterinsurgency operations. 

The assault, which has been planned for several 
months, comes after a surge in militant attacks killed 
more than 175 people across Pakistan over the past 
two weeks. The operation is expected to last around 
two months and is aimed at clearing the region, then 
holding it, officials said.

Inquiry into Iraq stress clinic shooting reveals institutional failures

WASHINGTON — Despite years of emphasis 
on mental health issues, commanders in Iraq lack 
the necessary tools, training and guidance to deal 
with at-risk soldiers, according to an Army inves- 
tigation into mental health services. 

The report, released late Friday, was prompted 
by ashooting at a Baghdad combat stress clinic last 
May that left four soldiers and a sailor dead. After 
repeatedly reaching out for help, Sgt. John Russell 


allegedly stole a gun, walked into the clinic where 
he had been treated that day and opened fire. 

The Army interviewed Russell’s peers, com- 
manders and doctors to trace the events leading 
to the incident, and the resulting report details 
widespread failures to implement Multi-National 
Force-Iraq mental health policy. Leaders from 
noncommissioned officers to commanders aren’t 
provided direction to carry out preventive mental 
health measures, according to the report. 

In a sworn statement to investigators, Russell’s 


first sergeant summed up the confusion: “What I 
don’t understand is from the time a soldier has been 
identified that they may have behavioral health 
problems what do you really do with them?” 

The report found that the Army doesn’t em- 
phasize command involvement and responsibility 
for behavioral problems, and instead the brunt of 
the responsibility rests with chaplains “when it 
should be a Command, and Commanding Officer 
Program.”

Army spokesman Maj. Gen. Athar Abbas 
said the effort was focused on uprooting the 
Pakistani Taliban, an umbrella group of mili- 
tants led by members of the Mehsud tribe 
blamed for most of the attacks that have bat- 
tered the country over the last three years. 

Intelligence officials said the ground troops 
Saturday were advancing on two flanks and a 
northern front of a central part of South Wa- 
ziristan controlled by the Mehsuds. The areas 
being surrounded include the insurgent bases 
of Ladha and Makeen, the officials said on con- 
dition of anonymity. 

Gunbattles were taking place outside Spinkai 
Raghzai, Kalkala and Sharwangai areas, the 
officials said. 

Makeen resident Ajmal Khan said the peo- 
ple left in his town were terrified but could not 
leave their homes due to a curfew. 

“We heard sounds of planes and helicopters 
early Saturday. Then we heard blasts,’ Khan 
told The Associated Press by telephone. “We 
are also hearing gunshots and it seems the 
army is exchanging fire with the Taliban.” 

Over the last three months, the Pakistani 
air force has been bombing targets, while the 
army has said it has sealed off many Taliban 
supply and escape routes. 

At least 11 suspected insurgents were killed 
in the jet bombings, while a roadside bomb 
hit a security convoy, killing one soldier and 
wounding three others, two local intelligence 
officials said. A military statement Saturday 
evening said four soldiers were killed and 12

wounded in exchanges in the region. 

It is nearly impossible to independently 
verify information from the region, which 
has little infrastructure or government pres- 
ence. Foreigners require permission to enter 
the tribal areas, and few Pakistani journalists 
from other parts risk traveling there. 

The U.S. is trying to rush in equipment for 
the offensive that would help with mobility, 


night fighting and precision bombing, a U.S. 
Embassy official told AP in a recent interview, 
speaking on condition of anonymity because 
the issue is politically sensitive. 

In addition to night-vision devices, the Paki- 
stan military has said it is seeking additional 
Cobra helicopter gunships, laser-guided mu- 
nitions and intelligence equipment to monitor 
cell and satellite telephones. 





Inquiry: Report says units lack suicide prevention skills

The chaplain served as “de 
facto” behavioral health advo- 
cate, which contradicts MNF-I 
policy that states “chaplains can- 
not serve as suicide prevention of- 
ficers nor will chaplains assume 
coordinating authority for the 
commander’s suicide prevention 
program.” 

Majors through lieutenant colo- 
nels “need more than awareness 
training. They require precise in- 
struction in effective suicide and 
behavioral problem remediation 
measures to effectively support 
our behavioral health profession- 
als,” the report states. 

At the unit level, “there is no real 
conception of when to command 
refer a soldier for assistance.” 

Leaders with Russell’s unit, the 
54th Engineer Battalion out of 
Bamberg, Germany, “admitted 
they lack the fundamental skills 


to deal with behavioral health is- 
sues,” and had no formal policies 
or procedures to guide them, ac- 
cording to the report. 

The investigation found there 
was no clearly defined procedure 
to track and monitor the issues 
once they were identified. 

Russell’s commanders were not 
aware he had threatened suicide 
or that his immediate supervi- 
sors had removed the bolt from 
his gun. No notification, verbal or 
otherwise, is required in either of 
those instances. 

The Army instructs units deal- 
ing with a potentially suicidal 
soldier to use the “buddy system” 
and “unit watch” without provid- 
ing “even notional reference to 
describe” what those terms mean, 
according to the report. Those 
terms have been common in the 
Army for years, but there is no 
Army-wide standard or instruc- 
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tion for how to carry them out. 
Russell was supposedly on “unit 
watch” in the days leading up to 
the shootings, yet his unit had no 
template for how to actually do 
that. 

What happened the day of the 
shootings also exposed problems 
with military police training and 
procedures for dealing with sui- 
cidal soldiers. 

On May 11, Russell went for the 
fourth time to the Camp Liberty 
combat stress clinic. His noon ap- 
pointment lasted five to 10 min- 
utes because he was “verbally 
noncompliant” and “the clinic 
had a zero tolerance policy,” ac- 
cording to the report. 

While the clinic contacted the 
military police, Russell stormed 
out of the clinic and threatened to 
kill himself. 

The police thought Russell only 
needed to be escorted back to 


his unit by a senior soldier. They 
were unaware military police 
procedures dictate that any sol- 
dier threatening suicide should 
be turned over only to his first 
sergeant or unit commander. 

At 1:15 p.m., Russell snatched 
his escort’s weapon and stole the 
vehicle at gunpoint. 

There is no military police pro- 
cedure in place to notify potential 
victims or provide temporary se- 
curity to them, according to the 
report. 

The police had 17 to 20 minutes 
to warn the clinic that Russell was 
armed and on the loose. When po- 
lice made the call it was too late. 
Russell was already there and 
firing. 

The report’s recommendations 
for dealing with these issues were 
not made public. 
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Air Force taking steps | 
to address shortage, 
but it will take time

GRAFENWOHR, Germany — The Air 
Force is facing a critical shortage of joint 
terminal attack controllers, a position vital 
to reducing the number of civilians killed 
in airstrikes in Afghanistan — one of Gen. 
Stanley McChrystal’s keys to turning 
around the war there. 

And while the service is taking steps to 
address the shortage, any increases won’t 
be seen for years. 

JTACs, as they are known, are airmen 
trained to call in airstrikes on enemy tar- 
gets. Once an Army unit calls for an air- 
strike, it is the JTAC’s job to choose the 
right bomb to be dropped and to help guide 
pilots to the target. 

Army Gen. David H. Petraeus, head of 
U.S. Central Command, told a gathering in 
Washington recently that there was a “big 
shortage” of the controllers, who tradition- 
ally have been assigned to platoon-size 
security teams and Special Forces units. 
Speaking at a National Press Club sympo- 
sium, Petraeus said he recently asked the 
Army and Air Force about training more 
JTACs. 

In fiscal 2005, there were 622 controllers 
in the service. By fiscal 2013, there will be 
1,056 controllers to meet Army needs, a 70 
percent increase. 

While not acknowledging that the short- 
age has affected combat operations, some 
Air Force officials admit that the current 
operations tempo has placed great stress 
on the career field. 

“In my opinion, the Operational Tempo 
for JTACs ... has increased dramatically 
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since 9/11,” Col. James P. Thomas, com- 
mander of the 504th Expeditionary Air 
Support Operations Group at Bagram Air 
Field, Afghanistan, wrote in an e-mail to 
Stars and Stripes. “[With] that and the in- 
creased deployments, changing technolo- 
gies and lack of stability at home have all 
increased the shortages.” 

Because of this shortage, these special- 
ized air controllers spend much of their 
time downrange in battalion tactical op- 
erations centers instead of patrolling with 
ground units, said Air Force Tech. Sgt. Jo- 
seph Hren, who trains JTACS with the 1st 
Air Support Operations Squadron out of 
Wiesbaden, Germany. 

“Tdeally, [J TACs] would go out at the pla- 
toon level,” said Hren, who called in air- 
strikes in Afghanistan in 2001 and Iraq in 
2004. 

Instead, JTACs seldom directly observe 
the targets they are helping pilots bomb, 
he said. 

The military relies on Army joint fires 
observers to monitor an aircraft’s targets 
from the ground and communicate with 
a JTAC who, in turn, talks to pilots. Joint 
fires observers can deploy with only two 
weeks of hands-on training, while it takes 
nearly three years for the Air Force to fully 
train a JTAC. 

Indiana Air National Guard Tech. Sgt. 
Scott McPhee called the Army’s joint fires 
observers a “good interim gap-filler.” 

But “nothing beats having a JTAC at the 
company or platoon level where he has eyes 
on the target and eyes on the aircraft,” said 
McPhee, who is also director of operations 
at the security company Coastal Defense. 
During his 15-year Air Force career as a 
JTAC, McPhee has deployed to Bosnia, 
Kosovo, Iraq, Afghanistan and Kuwait. he 
said. 

“It’s the safest and best way to conduct 
close air support, [but] there’s just not 
enough JTACs to go around,” he said. 
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An Air Force joint terminal attack control- 
ler, working for an Army Special Forces 
team, helps conduct Operation Ice Axe in 
Nuristan province, Afghanistan. He helped 
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coordinate the distribution of supplies 
from Afghan soldiers to villagers.

But because of the amount of time need- 
ed for training, a significant increase in 
the number of JTACs will not be seen for 
1% to two years after that, Blair said. 

In the meantime, controllers who are al- 
ready serving can expect to spend plenty 
of time downrange.

Earlier this year, Air Force Chief of Staff 
Gen. Norton A. Schwartz ordered that key 
airmen suchas JTACs match Army deploy- 
ment schedules. Until recently, JTACs typ- 
ically deployed for half the time the Army 
units they supported were downrange. 

In the end, that means less time off for 
JTACs. 

With the recent increase in both U.S. 
troops and insurgent activity in Afghani- 
stan the Air Force is re-examining man- 
ning to determine if even more JTACs are 
needed, according to 1st Lt. Derek White, 
an Air Force spokesman. 

He described JTACs as a “low supply/ 
high demand asset” and said “there will 
be stress on the career field” as long as the 
U.S. military continues to need close air 


= 


support during combat operations. 

But Blair said the Air Force can main- 
tain the current operational tempo as long 
as required. 

“We are meeting the ... directed dwell 
ratio for JTACs, and unless told other- 
wise we will continue to do so,” she said. 
“We have programmed for more JTACs, 
and as they become available we will be 
able to move towards a more comfortable 
dwell ratio to allow our JTACs more time 
at home.” 

Spending all that time with the Army 
makes the job very unpopular, Hren said. 

“Not everybody wants this job ... 99 per- 
cent of the guys [who become JTACs] will 
never be stationed on an Air Force base,” 
he said. “A lot of people realize, ‘I joined 
the Air Force and I’m going to be living 
and working with the Army my entire ca- 
reer?’ That’s not appealing to them.” 

At the end of their first enlistment, 
roughly 40 percent of airmen in the Tac- 
tical Air Control Party career field will 
leave the service, according to figures pro- 
vided by Blair. 

But, she said, retention rates for airmen 
learning to become JTACS are the high- 
est they have been in the past four years. 
She declined to give specific retention rate 
figures. 

“We have programs in place that make 
continuing service attractive for many 
J TACs,” she said. 

Those “programs” include highly profit- 
able re-enlistment bonuses. According to 
data released this spring by the Air Force 
Personnel Center, Tactical Air Control 
Party is one of the only four career fields 
in the service authorized to give the big- 
gest cash awards for staying in. Depending 
on rank, years of service and the amount of 
time an airman is willing to re-enlist, the 
bonus could be as high as $90,000.

Marine Corps film 
targets isolation 
returning troops 
may feel at home

SAN DIEGO — In an unusu- 
ally direct way, the Marine Corps 
is warning reservists and their 
families about the alienation and 
psychological pain that Marines 
can feel when returning to civil- 
ian life after duty in a war zone. 

A video titled “Worlds Apart” 
made by a San Diego produc- 
tion company warns that even 
well-meaning civilians  can- 
not be expected to understand 
what it is like to serve in Iraq or 
Afghanistan. 

The story has actors portray- 
ing a returning enlisted Marine 
named Jeff; his wife, Eileen; and 
their friends and family members. 
At first, Jeff’s return is joyous, 
but soon he becomes sullen and 
angry and begins drinking heav- 
ily and withdrawing emotionally 
from Eileen and their young son. 
Their marriage deteriorates. 

Jeff tries college but thinks 
of quitting. He is particularly 
annoyed at comments by civil- 
ians who know about Iraq only, 
he says, from “reading blogs or 
watching freaking CNN.” 

The second half of the video 
has actual Marines and fam- 
ily members talking about their 
readjustment problems. After a 
short statement from a colonel, 
the screen shows several dozen 
Web addresses of military and 
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Kyle Jones, a veteran of the Marine Corps, goes through orientation at the University of St. Thomas in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, on Sept. 8. A new Marine Corps video discusses the alienation some veterans may 
feel at work, home or college after returning to civilian life. 


civilian agencies offering mental 
health and other assistance. 

“T thought it was pretty amaz- 
ing that the Marine Corps was 
willing to take some risks with 
this project,” said Brent Alto- 
mare, owner of the production 
company Groovy Like a Movie, 
whose other clients include San 
Diego’s annual gay pride parade. 

The 33-minute video was made 
under a $120,000 contract be- 
tween Altomare’s company and 
the Marine Corps Mobilization

Command. 

Based in Kansas City, Mo., the 
Mobilization Command is the 
so-called “parent command” for 
what are called individual aug- 
mentees: Marines who were close 
to finishing their reserve obliga- 
tion and were not part of a bat- 
talion or unit but were called to 
active duty to fill vacancies. 

With manpower stretched by 
two wars, all the services are re- 
lying heavily on reservists. The

Many do not live near a Marine 
base, so their families do not have 
easy access to the support sys- 
tems that the Marine Corps has 
cobbled together to help stay-be- 
hind spouses during a deployment 
and then assist couples when the 
deployment is complete. 

When Jenn Bommarito’s hus- 
band, Sgt. Michael Bommarito,

33, was on active duty and de- 
ployed to Afghanistan in 2005, 
the separation was difficult but 
made manageable by the support 
of other spouses in his battalion. 

But when he was ordered to re- 
port as an individual augmentee 
and return to Afghanistan, things 
were different. The couple were 
living in the suburbs northwest of 
Los Angeles,. 

“The last time I felt a part of it,” 
Jenn Bommarito, 28, said. “But 
this time, we don’t know anybody 
around here who has deployed. 
When he left, I was very angry.” 

She credits the Mobilization 
Command’s family readiness offi- 
cer, Shanon Glezen, with helping 
her work through her anger and 
deal with problems such as the 
complexities of the health insur- 
ance plan for family members. 

Glezen’s job is to create a vir- 
tual community via the Internet 
for spouses of individual aug- 
mentees. Online “webinars” are 
being held, chaplains have been 
mobilized and “Returning War- 
rior Weekends” planned for mar- 
ried couples. 

In the video, Jeff is driven to 
distraction by civilians’ constant 
questions about the hot weather in 
Iraq. At college, he feels alienated 
around students who know little, 
and care less, about the war. 

“They can feel like visitors in 
their own hometown because 
they’re around people who just 
don’t get what their issues are,” 
Glezen said. “We’re trying to 
change that.” 


Ex-GI pleads guilty to bribery charge

Ronald Joseph Radcliffe, 43, was in Iraq from January 2004 to 
February 2005 with the 2nd Brigade, 25th Infantry Division. 

On Friday, in U.S. District Court in Honolulu Radcliffe admit- 
ted receiving at least $37,600 in return for influencing the con- 
tracting process. He faces maximum prison terms of 15 years 
on one bribery charge and 20 years for money laundering.

Mich. soldier cruelty charges dropped

viceman, the military said Friday. 

Spc. Daniel Weber of Frankenmuth, Mich., resigned from the 
Army and is expected to testify against two of his unit supervi- 
sors, Said spokesman Maj. Myles Caggins.

Iraq: Bomb blast destroys major 
bridge used for U.S. drawdown

BAGHDAD — A suicide bomb- 
er driving a dynamite-laden truck 
destroyed a key bridge Saturday 
on a highway used by the depart- 
ing U.S. military, while separate 
attacks killed nine Iraqis, most 
of them security force members, 
police said. 

There were no casualties in the 
blast that destroyed the bridge 
outside the city of Ramadi, which 
is about 70 miles west of Bagh- 
dad, said a local police officer. 
The highway is used heavily by 
the U.S. military to transport 
equipment out of the country. It is 
also a major roadway for civilian 
traffic. 

The highway links Iraq to 
neighboring Syria and Jordan, 
where many Iraqis fled to escape 
sectarian violence. 

Also Saturday, an attack on an 
Iraqi army convoy just outside 
of the city of Fallujah killed four 
Iraqi soldiers and wounded 14, 
said a police officer in the city, 
which is about 40 miles west of 
Baghdad. 

Both officials spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to speak to 
journalists. 

A U.S. military spokesman in 
Iraq’s western Anbar province, 
where both Ramadi and Fallujah 


are located, confirmed Saturday’s 
explosion on the highway bridge, 
which was close to two Iraqi mili- 
tary bases that host U.S. troops in 
the area. 

Lt. Col. Curtis L. Hill said U.S. 
forces have “previously used the 
bridge,” but he would not say what 
impact its destruction might have 
on U.S. military convoys trans- 
porting equipment out of Iraq to 
meet President Barack Obama’s 
deadline for a complete pullout of 
combat troops by August 2010. 

Elsewhere in Iraq, violence has 
intensified. The northern cities of 
Mosul and Kirkuk have recently 
been hit by horrific attacks tar- 
geting ethnic minorities and Iraqi 
security forces. 

On Saturday, attackers threw 
hand grenades at an Iraqi army 
patrol near Kirkuk, killing two 
civilians and wounding two oth- 
ers, a police official in the oil-rich 
city said. 

In Mosul, 2 policemen and one 
civilian were killed Saturday in 
three unrelated incidents, police 
said, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they were not 
authorized to talk to the media. 

Meanwhile, Britain’s Home of- 
fice said Saturday that only 10 of 
about 40 Iraqis who failed to get 
asylum in the U.K. and were sent 
back to Iraq were allowed to re- 
main in the country after landing 


DOD cancels plans to 
send brigade to Iraq 


WASHINGTON — The Pen- 
tagon is canceling plans to 
send a 3,500-member Army 
brigade to Iraq, a move that 
speeds the drawdown there 
and could free up forces as 
President Barack Obama con- 
siders sending new troops to 
Afghanistan. 

The 1st Infantry Brigade 
Combat Team from the 10th 
Mountain Division based in 
Fort Drum, N.Y., will no lon- 
ger deploy and will now return 
to the Army’s pool of available 
combat forces, the Defense 
Department said Saturday.

KABUL — Afghanistan’s elec- 
tion crisis deepened Saturday as 
President Hamid Karzai resisted 
international pressure to accept 
fraud rulings that could force 
him into a runoff with his main 
challenger. 

Three more American service- 
members were reported killed in 
separate bombings as the U.S. and 
its international partners sought 
a way out of Afghanistan’s politi- 
cal impasse, a crisis that threat- 
ens the legitimacy of the Afghan 
government and the future of the 
U.S.-led military mission. 

A U.N.-backed panel had been 
expected to release findings Sat- 
urday from its investigation into 
allegations of widespread fraud 
— most of it favoring Karzai — in 
the Aug. 20 election. Preliminary 
figures showed Karzai won with 
more than 54 percent of the vote. 

Still, Karzai could face a run- 
off with his chief rival, Abdullah 
Abdullah, if the complaints panel 
invalidates enough ballots to 
push the incumbent’s total below 
50 percent. 

Announcement of the commis- 
sion’s findings was delayed as 
commission members spent Sat- 
urday in meetings with Afghan 
election officials and double- 
checking calculations, according 
to people familiar with the talks.

WASHINGTON -— As the swine 
flu outbreak strikes the U.S. early 
and hard, health officials note 
a worrisome number of child 
deaths and warn that supplies of 
vaccine will remain scarce for at 
least the next couple of weeks. 

Delays in producing the vac- 
cine mean 28 million to 30 mil- 
lion doses, at most, will be divided 
around the country by the end of 
the month, not the 40 million-plus 
states had been expecting. The 
new count from the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
means anxiously awaited flu-shot 
clinics in some parts of the U.S. 
may have to be postponed. 

It also delays efforts to blunt 
increasing infections. Overall, 
what CDC calls the 2009 H1N1 
flu is causing widespread disease 
in 41 states, and about 6 percent 
of all doctor visits are for flu-like 
illness — levels not normally seen 
until much later in the fall. 

Federal health officials said 
Friday 11 more children have 
died in the past week because of 
the virus. 

The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention says about half of 
the child deaths since September 
have been among teenagers. 

And overall for the country,

deaths from pneumonia and flu- 
like illnesses have passed what 
CDC considers an_ epidemic 
level. 

“These are very sobering sta- 
tistics,” said the CDC’s Dr. Anne 
Schuchat. 

This new strain is different 
from regular winter flu because 
it strikes the young far more 
than the old, and child deaths 
are drawing particular attention.

Criminally insane allowed out due to status as patients

SPOKANE, Wash. — Phillip A. 
Paul in 1987 was declared crimi- 
nally insane for killing an elderly 
woman after voices in his head 
told him she was a witch. 

Instead of being straitjacketed 
and locked away as might be de- 
picted by film or fiction, Paul in 
the past two decades has spent 
time living and working in down- 
town Spokane, fathered a child, 
created music videos and racked 
up $85,000 in credit card bills. 

His escape during a recent 
field trip to a county fair exposed 
a little known truth: The crimi- 
nally insane often live among us, 
with little or no supervision. 

“Why was he allowed to take 
such a trip?” an incredulous Gov. 
Chris Gregoire demanded. “Why 
did they go to a location that 
was so heavily populated with 
families?” 

That’s a question many in 
Washington are asking after the 
Sept. 17 escape, including the 
escapee’s own brother. 

“He is in a bad mental state,” 
said Tom Paul of Sunnyside. 
“Why would you load him up ona 
bus and take him to a fair?” 

But no one should be sur- 
prised. Thousands of people 
have been declared criminally 
insane in the United States over 
the decades, and at any given 
time large numbers of them are 
not in custody. 

Paul was among 31 patients 
from Eastern State Hospital on 


the field trip to the fair. All were 
from the forensics unit, mean- 
ing they had been committed to 
the hospital because of a crime. 
All such field trips, which were 
common, are now suspended in 
Washington. 

The field trip was possible be- 
cause people found not guilty by 
reason of insanity are legally pa- 
tients, not prison inmates. They 
have no sentence to serve. The 
goal of mental hospitals is to cure 
them and return them to society. 
Better treatment, including psy- 
chotropic drugs, plus a focus on 
patients’ rights, have resulted in 
many being released in just a few 
years. 

Thomas Gergen, for example, 
was found not guilty by reason 
of insanity in 2003 for killing his 
pregnant wife and their unborn 
child. 

The King County man spent 
five years at Western State Hos- 
pital before doctors concluded he 
had responded well to medica- 
tion for schizophrenia and he was 
released. 

The number of people found 
not guilty by reason of insanity 
in the United States each year is 
not readily available, although 
the figure is thought to be small. 
In Washington, the number is be- 
tween 25 and 35 a year. 

No one compiles national sta- 
tistics on such cases, or on how 
long people remain in custody, 
said Dr. Paul S. Appelbaum of 
Columbia University, a past pres- 
ident of the American Psychiat- 
ric Association. 


There are also no nationwide 
statistics on whether the crimi- 
nally insane who are released 
commit new crimes of violence, 
he said. 

A 1996 study of 43 forensic pa- 
tients at an outpatient treatment 
program in Chicago found that 
eight had been arrested or com- 
mitted new crimes after being 
released from a mental hospital. 

While the notion of criminally 
insane killers escaping from hos- 
pitals to go on killing sprees is a 
staple of slasher movies, there 
are few instances where that ac- 
tually occurred. 

More common is the story of 
Phillip Paul. He was found not 
guilty by reason of insanity for 
the 1987 slaying of a 78-year-old 
woman in Sunnyside, during a 
period when he could not control 
his schizophrenia. 

David Weston, chief of the 
Washington Department of So- 
cial and Health Services’ Office 
of Mental Health Services, said 
people should not be surprised 
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that killers live among them. 
Many people who are actually 
convicted of murder serve their 
time and are released, Weston 
said. 

“The stereotype that these 
are the most dangerous people 
in society is simply not true,” 
Weston said. “They are much 
less dangerous than many rou- 
tine criminals.” 

Authorities must balance pro- 
tecting the public from any fu- 
ture violence, while treating the 
patient and preparing them to re- 
turn to society, Weston said. 

Jennifer Stuber, who stud- 
ies mental health stigma at the 
University of Washington, said 
coverage of Paul’s escape raised 
many negative stereotypes, espe- 
cially terms like “insane killer.” 

“Some of the headlines were 
really upsetting,” she — said. 
“They imply that a diagnosis of 
schizophrenia is associated with 
violence.” 

“This was an escape, not a 
murder,” she said.

lungs, in “small subsets” of pa- 
tients who go into respiratory 
failure within days, said WHO 
medical officer Dr. Nikki Shindo. 

“Do not delay the treatment,” 
she said as WHO ended a three- 
day meeting of 100 interna- 
tional flu specialists gathered in 
Washington. 

Fortunately, most people re- 
cover from the new strain with 
simple at-home care, just as 
with the regular flu. While there 
aren’t precise counts, states have 
reported more than 2,000 deaths 
from pneumonia or flu-like ill- 
nesses to the CDC since Aug. 30.

and destroying other material. 

Fairey himself admitted that he 
didn’t use the Associated Press 
photo of Obama seated next to 
actor George Clooney he origi- 
nally said his work was based on 
— which he claimed would have 
been covered under “fair use,” 
the legal claim that copyrighted 
work can be used without paying. 

Instead he used a picture the 
news organization has claimed 
was his source — a solo picture 
of the future president seemingly 
closer to the iconic red, white and 
blue image of Obama, underlined 
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with the caption “HOPE.” Fairey 
said that he tried to cover up his 
error by submitting false images 
and deleting others. 

The distinction is critical be- 
cause fair use can sometimes 
be determined by how much of 
an original image or work was 
altered in the creation of a new 
work. If Fairey didn’t need to 
significantly alter the image he 
used — in this case the solo shot 
of Obama — then his claim could 
have been undermined. Fair use 
cases also may consider the mar- 
ket value of the copyrighted ma- 
terial and the intended use of the 
newly created work. 

AP vice president and general 
counsel Srinandan R. Kasi said 
the AP would continue to pur- 
sue its countersuit alleging that 
Fairey willfully infringed the 
AP’s copyright. 

Fairey, 39, a Los Angeles-based 
street artist with a long, often 
proud history of breaking rules, 
said in a statement Friday that he 
was wrong about which photo he 
used and that he tried to hide his 
error. 

It is unclear how much Fairey 
may have earned from the 
design.

MANILA, Philippines — Police went door- 
to-door urging residents to leave landslide- 
ravaged areas of the northern Philippines 
on Saturday in a “pre-emptive evacuation” 
as a new typhoon loomed after recent back- 
to-back storms killed more than 750 people, 
officials said. 

Forecasters said Typhoon Lupit — the 
Filipino word for cruel — had intensified 
overnight and by late Saturday was packing 
winds of 87 mile per hour and gusts of up to 
106 mph. 

The Philippine Islands are still recovering 
from Tropical Storm Ketsana in late Septem- 
ber, which triggered the worst flooding in Ma- 
nila in over 40 years, and the Oct. 3 landfall

The two storms killed 773 people and affected 
more than 7 million. 

In Benguet province’s Cordillera moun- 
tain region, Gov. Nestor Fongwan said he 
had ordered police officers to go house-to- 
house to tell people to leave ahead of Typhoon 
Lupit, which could reach the Philippines by 
Tuesday. 

“Definitely, they must go,” Fongwan said. 
At least 288 died in storm-fueled landslides in 
the area. 


Disaster officers urged local officials to tell 
residents to immediately evacuate at the first 
sign of landslides, Cordillera regional civil de- 
fense chief Olive Luces said. 

“Some people are just really stubborn and 
refuse to leave,” she said, adding that survi- 
vors of Parma’s landslides told of watching 
water seep from the walls and floors of homes 
before the ground collapsed around them. 

Lupit could still spare the saturated north- 
ern Philippines and veer north toward Taiwan 
early this week, chief government forecaster 
Nathaniel Cruz said. 


Report: North Korea has 6 prison camps

SEOUL — North Korea is esti- 
mated to be holding some 154,000 
political prisoners in six large 
camps across the country, a South 
Korean lawmaker said Saturday. 

North Korean political prison- 
ers are sent to the camps without 
trial and are condemned to life 
in prison in five of them, despite 
the North’s new constitution call- 
ing for respecting human rights, 
Yoon Sang-hyun, a lawmaker 
with the ruling Grand National 
Party, said in a statement. 

The six camps are for politi- 
cal prisoners and are in addition 
to prisons for people who com- 
mit crimes such as murder and 
robbery. 

Prisoners are forced to toil for 
more than 10 hours a day, are 
fed a poor diet and do not receive 
medical aid. They are also banned 


from communicating with their 
families while in prison, Yoon 
said in the statement. 

North Korean leader Kim Jong 
Il wields absolute power in the 
communist state of 24 million 
people and allegedly inmates 
cannot be executed without Kim’s 
knowledge or direction, activists 
say. 

North Korea has long had one 
of the world’s worst human rights 
records but rejects outside criti- 
cism on its alleged human rights 
abuses and the existence of gu- 
lags, denouncing it as part of 
a U.S. attempt to overthrow its 
regime. 

But in April, the North revised 
its constitution to say the state 
“respects and protects” human 
rights, according to South Ko- 
rea’s Unification Ministry, which 
handles North Korean relations. 

Activists, however, say the 


North’s abuses of its citizens re- 
main unchanged. 

Yoon said in his statement that 
North Korea held some 200,000 
political prisoners in 10 camps 
into the 1990s, but it closed four 
of them in the late 1990s in re- 
sponse to condemnation by the 
international community. 

Yoon’s aide said his office got 
the figures and other information 
on prison camps from the South 
Korean government as part of 
ongoing annual parliamentary 
inspections of the government 
ministries and agencies. He 
did not say how the South Ko- 
rean government obtained the 
information. 

Offenses meriting banishment 
to a prison camp include every- 
thing from disparaging leader 
Kim Jong II to trying to flee the 
country, defectors and prison 
SUIVIVOIS Say. 


“North Korea perpetrates vari- 
ous crimes against humanity, 
including public executions, tor- 
tures or rapes, against those who 
try to escape,” Yoon said, citing 
the government’s information. 

Under a decade of liberal rule, 
South Korea had failed to publicly 
raise human rights problems in 
North Korea out of concern its 
criticism would anger Pyongyang 
and complicate reconciliation be- 
tween the countries. 

The two Koreas embarked on 
unprecedented rapprochement 
after their leaders met for their 
first-ever summit in 2000 and a 
second summit in 2007. 

But Seoul has changed its ap- 
proach to North Korea since last 
year when conservative President 
Lee Myung-bak took office with a 
pledge not to shy away from criti- 
cizing North Korea’s authoritar- 
ian regime. 


‘Extremely dangerous’ Hurricane Rick gains speed

MEXICO CITY — Hurricane 
Rick quickly strengthened into an 
“extremely dangerous” Category 
4 storm off Mexico’s Pacific coast 
on Saturday and forecasters said 
it could strike the Baja California 
Peninsula in about five days. 

The storm had sustained winds 
near 145 mph and it was expected 
to grow into a monster Category 5 


storm with winds surpassing 155 
mph, the U.S. National Hurricane 
Center in Miami reported, though 
it said the storm was likely to lose 
much of that punch before hitting 
land. 

Forecasters said it was pro- 
jected to hit the Baja California 
Peninsula by early Thursday as 
a weakened Category 1 hurri- 
cane. It was centered about 280 
miles southwest of Acapulco on 


Saturday. 

Meteorologist Jessica Schauer 
said that warm waters fueled 
Rick’s rapid jump from Category 
1 to Category 4 in only about 36 
hours. 

“Right now it’s over very warm 
water and the current forecast 
track keeps it over warm water 
for quite a while,” she said. 

Rick was forecast to pass near 
Socorro Island, about 300 miles 


south-southwest of Cabo San 
Lucas, on Tuesday. The island 
is a nature reserve with a small 
Mexican Navy post and it hosts 
scuba diving expeditions in win- 
ter months. 

Acapulco’s Civil Protection 
Department had earlier issued 
a warning that rains from outer 
bands of the storm could trigger 
landslides and flooding in the re- 
sort city. 
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Fireworks warehouse 
blaze kills 32 in India 


NEW DELHI — A blaze erupt- 
ed at a fireworks warehouse in 
southern India, killing at least 
32 people and injuring 10 others 
ahead of a major Hindu festival 
Saturday. 

The victims in Friday night’s 
explosion were mainly traders 
buying fireworks in bulk as mil- 
lions of Hindus prepared to cel- 
ebrate Deepavali, the festival of 
lights, the Press Trust of India 
news agency reported. Setting off 
fireworks is a major part of the 
celebration’s evening festivities. 

The cause of the fire was not 
immediately known. 


Karadzic still insists he

BELGRADE, Serbia — War- 
time Bosnian Serb leader Rado- 
van Karadzic is requesting that 
the U.N. Security Council pass a 
resolution exempting him from 
trial at the U.N.’s Yugoslav war 
crimes tribunal, insisting he was 
promised immunity by an Amer- 
ican envoy. 

In a letter to the president of the 
U.N. Security Council, Karadzic 
reiterated his claim that U.S. 
envoy Richard Holbrooke cut a 
deal in 1996 with him to leave 
politics in exchange for immuni- 
ty from prosecution by the Neth- 
erlands-based court. 

Holbrooke, now a State Depart- 
ment special envoy, has repeat- 
edly denied making such a deal. 

The tribunal’s appeals panel 
this week rejected Karadzic’s 
claims and the court’s judges set 
the start of the trial for Oct. 26. 


Group calls for release 
of Syrian activist 


DAMASCUS, Syria — An in- 
ternational rights group called on 
the Syrian government Saturday 
to reveal the fate of a prominent 
lawyer and rights activist who 
disappeared last week. 

New York-based Human Rights 
Watch said three Syrian rights 
group have told the organization 
that Haitham al-Maleh, 78, is be- 
lieved to have been detained by 
one of Syria’s intelligence agen- 
cies known as Political Security. 

Al-Maleh was summoned by 
security agents for unknown 
reasons on Wednesday and has 
not been seen since, eight Syrian 
rights groups said in a statement 
Thursday. 
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Talks over Honduras’ Zelaya

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras — 
Ousted President Manuel Zelaya 
said negotiations over Hondu- 
ras’ coup are in “suspense” after 
the rival factions rebuffed each 
other’s proposals and his foreign 
minister called the internation- 
ally brokered talks a failure. 

Negotiators for interim Presi- 
dent Roberto Milicheletti said 
talks would go on even though he 
spurned a proposal to allow leg- 
islators to vote on whether Zelaya 
could return to power. Micheletti 
offered a counterproposal calling 
for the Supreme Court to decide 
the matter, an idea immediately 
rejected by Zelaya. 

“T had said that Micheletti was 
preparing to slap the Hondu- 
ran people and the international 
community, and now he has done 
that,” Zelaya said in a telephone 
interview from the Brazilian Em- 
bassy, where he took refuge after 
sneaking back into Honduras on 
Sept. 21 from his forced exile. 

In a statement released later, 
Zelaya urged Western Hemi- 
sphere countries to step up eco- 
nomic sanctions “against the 
de facto regime.” The U.S, and 
other countries have already sus- 
pended development aid to the 
impoverished Central American 
country.

Zelaya’s foreign minister, Pa- 
tricia Rodas, told Latin American 
leaders meeting in Bolivia that 
the talks had collapsed because 
of Micheletti’s refusal to accept 
Zelaya’s return to power. “The 
intransigence of the dictatorship 
led to the failure,” she said. 

However, Zelaya said he would 
give negotiators until Monday to 
break the impasse. 

“The dialogue is in a moment 
of suspense ... until the other side 
adopts a reasonable stance,” Ze- 
laya said. 

The latest round of talks began 
last week when top diplomats 
from the United States and other 
countries flew to Honduras and 
made clear that Zelaya’s rein- 
statement was the only way for 
the Central American country to 
regain international recognition. 

Zelaya was ousted after he 
defied Supreme Court orders 
to cancel a referendum asking 
Hondurans if they wanted an as- 
sembly to rewrite the constitu- 
tion. Zelaya’s opponents argued 
he wanted to use that process to 
extend his term in office by abol- 
ishing a ban on presidential re- 
election, as Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez did in his country. 

Zelaya denies that was his 
plan. 
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What do a treadmill, a beetle 
and a plane have in common?

onsider, if you will, 
the humble diving 
beetle. It’s not a 
particularly glamorous 
creature, with its six legs and 
hard exoskeleton. A living 
being further removed from 
the distractions of show 
business could not be found, 
or so you might think until you 
run across the name of one 
recently discovered species: 
Agaporomorphus colberti. 

Yes, Stephen Colbert, the 
endlessly mocking and jibing 
host of Comedy Central’s “The 
Colbert Report,” has a water 
beetle named after him. 

And that’s just the start of it. 
Colbert — French pronunciation, 
please, with a silent “t” — has 
had his name slapped across 
all manner of random objects 
that have no obvious connection 
to him or his popular nightly 
show. Earlier this year, math 
geeks named the five remaining 
numbers of the Sierpinski 
Problem — apparently an issue 
of great import to math geeks 
— in his honor. A mascot for the 
Saginaw (Mich.) Spirit hockey 
team is called Steagle Colbeagle 
the Eagle. 

Earlier this year, Colbert won 
a naming contest fora NASA 
space module, even though 
the agency later backtracked 
and named a treadmill on the 
International Space Station after 
him instead. Last year, Colbert 
petitioned successfully to have 
his portrait hung in Washington’s 
National Portrait Gallery (near 
the bathrooms, but still). At the 
corporate level, Ben & Jerry 
saluted Colbert with a new ice 
cream flavor. Virgin America, 
not wishing to be left stranded at 
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Stephen Colbert’s name 
game excites his fans 


the gate, named an A320 jet “Air 
Colbert.” 

What does a celebrity have 
to do to get stuff named after 
himself these days? Just ask, it 
seems. 

“T guess there is one episode 
(of his show) where he was 
talking about wanting things 
named after him,” said Quentin 
Wheeler, a professor at Arizona 
State University and director 
of the International Institute of 
Species Exploration, who with a 
co-author named the beetle after 
Colbert. “And why not? He has a 
popular following, obviously.” 

Actually, professor, to call it 
a “popular following” might be 
underselling the point. When 
Colbert speaks, his fans respond. 
And not in the typical watch-this, 
buy-that fashion. His followers 
go so much further. Members of 
the “Colbert Nation” are actually 
called to action, as if canvassing 
for a political campaign. They 
write letters. They vote. They do 
whatever their smarmy hero tells 
them to do, no matter how firmly 
his tongue is planted inside his 
cheek. Colbert has even built 
an entire segment around his 
fatuous character’s ironically 
self-obsessed quest for tribute: 
“Who’s Not Honoring Me Now?” 

These days, even contestants 
on third-tier reality shows can 
cultivate rabid fan bases. More 
than 2 million people follow 
the Twitter posts of party girl 
Kim Kardashian, for example, 
who recently shared thoughts 
about weighty topics such as 
dental floss and her new Sam 
Edelman boots. But few stars 
can or actually do cajole their 
devotees to do things repeatedly 
in their name, even absurd, 
random things. In Colbert’s 
case, especially absurd, random 
things. 
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Thus “Colbert Report” is 
one of the primary movers 
in the shifting dynamic 
between celebrities and their 
constituencies. 

“What makes the show 
entertaining is that Stephen has 
essentially made it interactive, 
where it’s not just us sitting 
and watching the show,” said 
DB Ferguson, a Dallas-based 
Colbert fan who runs the biggest 
fan site, nofactzone.net. “You 
don’t hear about ‘Daily Show’ 
fans going off and naming things 
after Jon Stewart. Stephen will 
say, ‘I want this named after me 
— go, Nation!’ And inevitably, 
the fans will pick that up. It’s 
interactivity that makes the fans 
so passionate.” 

But one interesting byproduct 
of the relationship is the 
philosophical question it raises: 
Are fans doing all this in the 
name of Colbert the real man or 
Colbert the character? 

Colbert the man is the 45-year- 
old bespectacled, fastidiously 
groomed former improv comic 
and “Daily Show” correspondent. 
Colbert the character is a 
put-on, a caricature of a self- 
righteous right-wing blowhard 


a la Bill O’Reilly (whom Colbert 
calls “Papa Bear’’). Stretching 
partisanship past the point of 
ridiculousness is a major part 

of the appeal of “The Colbert 
Report,” hence such Colbert 
queries as, “George W. Bush 

— great president, or greatest 
president?” Earlier this month, in 
between goofs on the health care 
debate and Chicago’s Olympics 
loss, he dwelt on the news that 
terrorist suspect Najibullah Zazi 
had planned to make explosive 
devices from beauty products, 
warning, “Soon, a government 
bureaucrat will come between 
you and your stylist.” 

But to Colbert the character, 
politics is almost beside the 
point, because no issue could 
possibly matter as much as he 
does. It really is all about him. 
This is why after he introduces 
a guest, he bolts from behind his 
anchor desk and jogs out to bask 
in the applause of the crowd, 
unable to let someone else enjoy 
so much as a few seconds of 
token appreciation. 

Thus Colbert’s naming fetish, 
which may strike a resonant 
chord in a nation where the 
rights to name taxpayer- 
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Stephen Colbert, host of “The Colbert Report,” is the mighty leader of the Colbert Nation. 


supported sports arenas are 
auctioned off to the highest 
corporate bidders. The host has 
milked the concept since 2006, 
when he encouraged followers 
to vote in an online contest to 
rename a bridge in Budapest, 
Hungary. Colbert won with more 
than 17 million votes, although 
officials later pleaded that the 
comedian was ineligible for the 
honor because he was neither a 
speaker of Hungarian nor dead. 

“Tt’s taking the absurdity of 
the host-viewer relationship 
to its illogical level, just as the 
show itself does in all other 
facets,” John Rash, an analyst 
for Minneapolis-based ad agency 
Campbell Mithun, said of the 
name game. 

But although Colbert the 
character may be a total joke, 
fans’ devotion to him is not. 
Ferguson, the Web site organizer, 
said that she and other fans think 
it’s “hysterical” when Colbert 
wins naming contests and other 
tributes. But she pointed out 
that Colbert also has a serious, 
humanitarian side: For example, 
he has urged viewers to support 
donorschoose.org, an educational 
charity.

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. — Eight years 
after the Sept. 11 attacks, the front line in 
America’s war on terrorism runs through 
a little-known federal laboratory where en- 
gineer Nelson Carey holds what appears to 
be a bratwurst in a bun. 

“This is a Semtex sausage,” says Carey, 
as he pinches the pink, plastic explosive 
long favored by terrorist groups. 


On his table are a green Teletubbies 


doll stuffed with C-4 military explosives, a 
leather sandal with a high-explosive shoe 
insert, an Entenmann’s cake covered in an 
explosive compound that looks like white 
frosting, and other deadly devices Carey 
and his colleagues have built. None has a 
detonator, so all are safe. 

“We let our imaginations go wild,” Carey 
said. “The types of improvised explosive 
devices are endless.” 

So are possible solutions, at least in 
theory. That’s where the Transportation 
Security Laboratory comes in. Scientists 
here dream up ways an enemy might slip 
a weapon or a bomb onto a plane, and then 
they try to build defenses to detect or coun- 
ter the danger. The work is part cutting- 
edge science, part Maxwell Smart. 

Staffers have experimented by explod- 
ing more than 200 bombs on junked jetlin- 
ers. They also have filled a warehouse with 
nearly 10,000 lost or abandoned suitcases 
and other packed luggage. 

“We build bombs in them” and run them 
through airport-style screening machines, 
says Susan Hallowell, the lab director. If 
the bomb escapes detection, technicians 
try to figure out why and how to catch it 
next time. “We call it the art of bagology.” 
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Scientists at the Transportation Security Laboratory pack explosives into a shoe, a 
Teletubbies doll and other objects. Next step: keeping those objects off a plane. 


Most important, the lab evaluates and 
certifies all the equipment purchased from 
outside vendors to search, sniff or scan pas- 
sengers and their luggage at some 450 U.S. 
airports. 

Dr. Colin Drury, distinguished professor 
emeritus of engineering at the State Uni- 
versity of New York at Buffalo, calls the lab 
“one of the best in the world.” 

“They think broadly, and have new ideas, 
and maybe 90 percent don’t work,” he says. 
“But that’s OK, as long as 10 percent do.” 


About 125 chemists, physicists, engi- 
neers and others work in the lab’s low-slung 
buildings on a wooded campus behind high 
fences and armed guards at the edge of the 
Atlantic City International Airport. 

Inside is an odd mix of standard cubicles 
and blast-resistant rooms with thick steel 
doors and three reinforced walls. If an ac- 
cident occurs, the design is supposed to 
channel the explosion to the fourth wall, 
which faces outside. 

It’s a work environment filled with 
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painful reminders of how terrorism has 
changed the world. 

Hallowell, 56, joined the lab as an ana- 
lytic chemist when it first opened following 
the 1988 terrorist bombing of a Pan Am 
Flight 103 over Lockerbie, Scotland. The 
lab still keeps a mock-up of the Semtex- 
filled boombox that brought the jet down, 
killing 270 people.

Felcarly enjoys the unusual tools — and the 


dark humor — of her profession. She takes 
a woman’s shiny black pump off a shelf. It 
hides an inert explosive in the heel. 


“T’ve always liked this shoe,” she says. 
“Tt’s my size.” 

Much of the lab’s work focuses on far-off 
technology. 


In one room, chemist Inho Cho has put 
liquid explosive in a small purple bottle of 
NutriPals, a nutrition drink for children. 
It sits in a blast-proof, see-through box 
while he tries to determine how sensitive a 
screening portal must be to identify vapors 
that leak from the bottle. 

“Maybe five years from now, the sensors 
will be sensitive enough,” he says. 

In a bomb-hardened lab, explosive ex- 
pert Theresa McGhee sews suicide vests 
with slabs of Semtex and other explosives, 
then wears the garment to see if she can 
foil the latest bomb detection systems. 

Her dream: to build a “tunnel of truth” 
in each airport lined with hidden sensors, 
scanners and rays. Passengers would get 
zapped and sniffed as they passed, but 
wouldn’t need to take off their shoes, toss 
their liquids or anything else. 

“The ideal is to get us back the freedoms 
we had before,” Hallowell says. “Wouldn’t 
that be nice?” 


Study suggests excessive wind noise can damage ears

iding in a convertible with the 
windows down appears to expose 
people to noise levels that can dam- 


age hearing, according to a study presented at the 
annual meeting of the American Academy of Otolar- 
yngology-Head and Neck Surgery Foundation in San 


Diego. 


Dr. Philip Michael, a British ear, nose and throat 
surgeon who loves his own convertible, assessed noise 
levels in seven cars traveling at speeds of 50, 60 and 70 
mph. He found that drivers were consistently exposed 


to noise levels between 88 and 90 decibels. Previous 
research suggests that repeated exposure to noise over 
85 decibels can result in hearing loss. 

Keeping the car windows up, even with the top down, 
reduced noise levels to 82 decibels. “A large component 
of the noise you are exposed to is wind noise,” he said. 

But the noise is generated from a variety of sources, 
Michael said, including from the engine, exhaust and 
tires and from other cars and trucks on the road. While 
Michael did not study noise from surrounding traffic, 
he suggests that driving slower may actually increase 


noise exposure. 


“Tf there is a lot more traffic you can get exposed 
to more noise,” he said. “If you’re driving slower, 
you may be overtaken by trucks, which cause more 
noise and take longer to go around you.” 


More research should be done to test hearing be- 
fore and after a drive, he said. Studies should also be 
conducted on noise exposure to 
people who drive enclosed cars 
with the windows down.

WASHINGTON — _ ‘Towana 
Gooch, a single mom who lives 
with her 10-year old daughter, was 
on the verge of losing her house 
in suburban Maryland after her 
mortgage lender kicked her out of 
a government loan modification 
program. Gooch says the prob- 
lem was a 7-cent error. 

Later, the lender told her the 
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tiny error wasn’t actually the 
issue, but that her low income dis- 
qualified her from the program. 
She called the bank trying to get 
to the bottom of it all, but she got 
no answers. 

After an inquiry by The Asso- 
ciated Press, the bank, America’s 
Servicing Company, a division 
of Wells Fargo & Co., finally re- 
turned her call last week to apol- 
ogize for the 7-cent error. The 
foreclosure sale has been put on 
hold for now. 

Though her story is striking, 
Gooch is not alone in her prob- 
lems with the Obama administra- 
tion’s loan modification program, 
which provides federal subsidies 
to encourage lenders to renegoti- 
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ate rather than foreclose on cer- 
tain borrowers. Seven months 
in, many qualified applicants 
are being rejected, often through 
bank errors, with no avenue of 
appeal. Until this month, lenders 
didn’t even have to tell them why. 

“If the servicer messes up, 
even by accident, there is no 
meaningful way to complain, no 
real appeals process, no viable 
ombudsman to consider,” said 
Kevin Stein, associate director of 
the California Reinvestment Co- 
alition in San Francisco. “Most 
importantly, there are no conse- 
quences to the banks for failure 
to do what they have promised to 
do.” 

Gooch, who lost her job as a 
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recruiter earlier this year, said 
she had been thrilled last month 
when the bank notified her that 
her monthly payment would be 
cut in half, to $938. Gooch agreed 
to the payment and even logged 
on to the White House Web site 
to post a public comment person- 
ally thanking President Barack 
Obama. 

“T was so confident in this that 
I didn’t make a plan B or C,” she 
said in a telephone interview 
from her home in Upper Marl- 
boro, Md. 

But America’s Serving Com- 
pany later notified Gooch that she 
no longer qualified for the pro- 
gram because her first automatic

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A healthier Kim Jong I] changes equation

ust a few months ago, the supreme 
Rhee of North Korea, Kim Jong I], 

appeared to be a lame duck in both 
senses of the term. In public appearances, 
he looked deathly ill after suffering a se- 
vere stroke in 2008, and preparations were 
reportedly under way for one of his sons to 
succeed him. 

Fast-forward to today, and Kim is lame 
no more. Not only has he regained his 
vigor, judging by his performance during 
recent visits by Bill Clinton and Chinese 
Premier Wen Jiabao, but talk of his suc- 
cession has also become muted. Kim is 
unquestionably still the man to do business 
with in Pyongyang. 

But what kind of deals can be made? 
The United States, along with China, Rus- 
sia, South Korea and Japan, would like the 
North to return to the six-party negotia- 
tions and, moreover, live up to its earlier 
nuclear disarmament pledges. The first 
part, probably preceded by bilateral talks 
between North Korea and the U.S., will 
likely take place soon. But the ultimate 
goal appears even more remote, if it were 
ever realistic. 

North Korea has made it abundantly 
clear that it will not give up its nuclear 
weapons — “unthinkable ... even in a 
dream” as one of its officials recently put it. 
Possessing a nuclear deterrent is part and 
parcel of the North’s declared intention to 
become a “strong and prosperous state” by 
2012 — the 100th anniversary of the birth 
of its founder, Kim I] Sung, and the 70th 
birthday of his son, the current leader. 

The symbolism of the year has also con- 
vinced many Pyongyang watchers that 
Kim Jong II’s successor will be formally 


announced at that time to underscore his 
legitimacy and cement the dynastic transi- 
tion to another generation. 

For Kim Jong II to relinquish his nuclear 
arsenal ahead of 2012 — the most potent 
element of North Korean power that was 
more than likely promised to his gener- 
als to secure their continued fealty to him 
and his appointed successor — is indeed 
unthinkable. And 2012 also marks the 
year when South Korea takes control of all 
United Nations ground forces — including 
U.S. ground troops — during wartime on 
the peninsula. That the North knows Seoul 
enjoys conventional superiority over its 
rapidly atrophying army only reinforces 
the need for a nuclear deterrent. 

China alone has the leverage to force 
North Korea to give up its nukes by with- 
holding vital food and energy supplies. But 
no one seriously believes China would use 
its leverage because it would risk destabi- 
lizing its neighbor, to say nothing of open- 
ing up the possibility of unification with 
the South — a military ally of the U.S. — if 
the North were to subsequently collapse. 

So why bother talking to Pyongyang if 
it’s going to be fruitless? Three reasons 
still make it worthwhile: 

First, for as long as there are six-party 
talks focused on denuclearization, North 
Korea will be denied what it craves most: 
formal recognition as a nuclear power. 
And the other players — the U.S., China, 
Japan, South Korea and Russia, and by 
extension the larger international commu- 
nity — can claim they have not capitulated 
to the North Korean fait accompli. Oth- 
erwise, Iran and other nuclear aspirants 
would likely be emboldened. 

Second, if carefully negotiated, the talks 
could also put a cap on further nuclear 


weapons development by North Korea, 
whether it be the conversion of remaining 
plutonium stocks into bombs or a whole 
new assembly line that relies on highly en- 
riched uranium. A moratorium on further 
testing would be a good start. The other 
five parties could also collectively make 
clear to North Korea the prohibitive con- 
sequences should it ever transfer nuclear 
materials to nonstate actors. 

Third, the talks and the potential inspec- 
tions of nuclear sites that could conceivably 





follow could provide a window on what is 
happening inside North Korea. Moreover, 
they provide a useful and ready diplomatic 
mechanism to manage the consequences 
of severe instability in North Korea should 
the situation suddenly deteriorate. 

After all, even North Korean ducks don’t 
live forever.

Mullen showed love for son through determination

en my son graduated from the 

; \) U.S. Naval Academy in 2006, my 

husband told friends and family 

that there would be plenty of tickets for the 
ceremony. 

Susan and her fellow mothers, he told 
everyone, will be busy handcuffing them- 
selves to the White House fence in protest 
against the war. They won’t need theirs. 

He was kidding, but I wasn’t laughing. 

Peg Mullen, the patron saint of mothers 
of warriors, died earlier this month at age 
92. An Iowa farm wife whose son, Michael, 
was killed by shrapnel from an errant U.S. 
artillery barrage in 1970, she emerged 
from the Silent Majority and inaugurated 
the age of distrust in government that was 
to follow. 

Never before had the mothers of soldiers 
done more than stand by the grave and ac- 
cept the folded flags from atop the coffins 
of their dead children. Mullen responded 
with rage and disbelief. 

She spent Michael’s death benefit on ads 
in The Des Moines Register that included 
one tiny cross for each of the more than 
700 Iowa boys who had died in Vietnam 
and demanded to know when the parents 
of those boys would speak up. 

She refused a military funeral and a mil- 
itary grave marker for her oldest child. She 
used the word “killed” instead of “died” on 
the gravestone she purchased for him. 

And she hounded the government, from 
President Richard Nixon on down to Mi- 
chael’s commander, H. Norman Schwarz- 
kopf, for the truth, eventually meeting with 
the soldier who had fired the round of artil- 
lery that fell tragically short. 


A book was written about the Mullen 
family and Peg’s crusade. It was titled 
“Friendly Fire,’ and it introduced that 
phrase into the American lexicon, a syn- 
onym for a tragic mistake. 

A made-for-television movie starring 
Carol Burnett was greatly praised, but 
Mullen never watched it. She did not like 
author C.D.B. Bryan’s portrait of parents 
propelled by grief. Her anger was righ- 
teous, not crazed, and she eventually would 
write her own book, “Unfriendly Fire: A 
Mother’s Memoir.” 

Today, Mullen’s legacy continues in 
Cindy Sheehan, the mother of a soldier 
killed in Iraq, who camped in the summer 
of 2005 outside President George W. Bush’s 
Texas ranch demanding (unsuccessfully) 
to meet with him. 


And her legacy lives in Mary Tillman, 
who also lost a son, NFL star Pat Tillman, 
to friendly fire and who demanded of the 
highest reaches of government the truth 
— even as that government tried to reap 
propaganda benefits from his death. 

Like Mullen, Mary Tillman would write 
her own book about her son’s death: “Boots 
on the Ground by Dusk: My Tribute to Pat 
Tillman.” In the piercing articulation of 
a grieving mother, she describes how her 
son died anew each time the government 
rolled out a fresh lie about the firefight that 
killed him. 

These mothers understood something 
fundamental about the wars that claimed 
their sons. Their deaths were not mistakes 
or tragic accidents because the wars in 
which they died didn’t “just happen.” 


The wars in which they fought — Mi- 
chael Mullen in Vietnam, Casey Sheehan 
in Iraq, Pat Tillman in Afghanistan — were 
begun by men. By generals and presidents 
who meant for those wars to happen, who 
planned for them to happen. There is fault 
in the making of war, and these women de- 
manded accountability. 

To suggest that the deaths of their sons 
were just terrible mistakes is to render the 
sacrifices of these young men (and their 
families) worthless, and the acts of presi- 
dents and generals blameless. 

Mullen was 88 years old the summer of 
2005, when Sheehan brought her demand 
for answers to Bush’s Texas ranch. 

She was furious that she was too old and 
ill to join her.

Rick Simons, Davis’ attorney, 
says the money will be used to 
help the 49-year-old Davis with 
the “basic needs” of living as a 
paraplegic.

liable. 

Eighth District Juvenile Court 
Judge Larry Steele called the girl’s 
actions “shocking and crude” but 
said that under state law “a woman 
who solicits or seeks to have an- 
other cause an abortion of her own 
unborn child cannot be criminally 
liable.” 

The 17-year-old girl from Uintah 
County, who has not been identi- 
fied because of her age, pleaded no 
contest in June to a second-degree 
felony count of criminal solicita- 
tion to commit murder. Steele had 
ordered the teen to be placed in the 
custody of Utah Juvenile Justice 
Services until she is 21. 

The baby survived the beating 
and was born in mid-August a few 
days before the girl’s due date. It 
remains in state custody and is liv- 
ing with foster parents.

Lefty gives 
Yankees eight 
strong innings 
in opener to 
down Angels

NEW YORK — CC Sabathia 
ignored the cold and pounded the 
strike zone. 

Inside. Outside. 

Fastballs. Changeups. 

Whatever he threw Friday, 
the Los Angeles Angels hardly 
touched it. 

On a blustery night not suited 
for baseball, Sabathia pitched 
eight superb innings of four-hit 
ball to win his second succes- 
sive playoff start, and the New 
York Yankees took advantage of a 
rare sloppy game by the Angels to 
win the AL championship series 
opener 4-1. 

“CC was not cold at all,” the 
Angels’ Torii Hunter said. “Man, 
I faced him a lot in Cleveland, 
when I was in Minnesota; it was 
a division rivalry. The guy always 
pitched good in the cold. He’s 
got a lot of meat, now. He’s a big 
boy.” 

The Angels looked like chilled 
Californians withering in the 
unseasonable wintry weather, 
making three errors that led to 
two unearned runs and allowing 
Hideki Matsui’s infield popup to 
drop for an RBI single. But the 
way Sabathia pitched, the Yan- 
kees didn’t need much offense. 

“That’s why we got CC,” left 
fielder Johnny Damon said. “To 
be a workhorse during the sea- 
son, of course, but to shut down 
teams in the postseason.” 

Sabathia is 2-0 with a1.23 ERA 
in his first playoffs with the Yan- 
kees. He gave up a double and 
three singles, struck out seven 
and walked one, going to a three- 
ball count just twice. “There ain’t 
nothing like going after him. He 
sets the tone, he comes out and 
he attacks,” said A.J. Burnett, set 
to start Game 2 for the Yankees. 
Joe Saunders, who hasn’t pitched 
since Oct. 4, goes for the Angels. 

Rain was in the forecast for 
Saturday, and a postponement 
was possible. 

At 4-0, New York is the only 
unbeaten team in these playoffs. 
The Yankees won the opener

against the Angels in the 2002 
and 2005 first round only to lose 
Game 2 both times and get beaten 
in the series. 

It was 45 degrees at game time, 
and a 17 mph wind made it feel 
worse. Nick Swisher, Damon and 
Mark Teixeira donned caps with 
ear flaps. Robinson Cano wore a 
ski mask. 

“T was wearing the Elmer Fudd 
for the first time in my career, but 
I had a few guys with me,” Teix- 
eira said. “As far as Robby is con- 
cerned, we'll get on him.” 

Angels shortstop Erick Aybar 
wore a red hood that covered his 
neck and ears. Los Angeles start- 
er John Lackey pitched in short 
sleeves. 

New York, which hadn’t been to 
the ALCS since its epic collapse 
against Boston in 2004, built a 2-0 
lead in the first. Derek Jeter and 
Damon singled, and left fielder 
Juan Rivera threw to the short- 
stop position for an error that put 
runners on second and third. 

Alex Rodriguez’s one-out sacri- 


fice fly — his seventh RBI of the 
playoffs — gave the Yankees the 
lead, and Matsui followed with 
a short popup. Third baseman 
Chone Figgins and Aybar each 
thought the other would snag it. 
As they looked at each other, the 
ball fell for a single as Damon 
came home. 

“One of us has got to catch it. 
Pretty simple,” Figgins said. 
“The mistakes that we made cost 
us.” 

Aybar didn’t hear anyone call 
for the ball. Figgins shouted Ay- 
bar’s name when the ball went up 
but said the crowd was probably 
too loud to hear. “I thought he was 
going to catch it,” Aybar said. “We 
didn’t communicate well.” 

The night didn’t get much bet- 
ter for Los Angeles. 

After Kendry Morales’ fourth- 
inning single cut the deficit in 
half, Matsui hit an opposite-field 
double to left-center in the fifth 
that made it 3-1. Lackey’s throw- 
ing error on a pickoff attempt 
allowed Melky Cabrera to take 


second in the sixth, and Jeter fol- 
lowed with a run-scoring single 
that got by Hunter, an eight-time 
Gold Glove winner. 

“We haven’t seen our guys 
crack the door open for a team 
like we did tonight in a long time,” 
Angels manager Mike Scioscia 
said. “And the Yankees are going 
to take advantage of that.” 

Fans repeatedly showered 
“CC” chants on Sabathia, who 
could start three times if the 
best-of-seven series goes the dis- 
tance. The left-hander showed 
his emotion, especially when he 
pumped a fist after striking out 
pinch-hitter Mike Napoli to end 
the seventh. 

“That was a great feeling to 
have the stadium rocking and to 
be chanting my name and to be 
able to get a strikeout,” he said. “I 
don’t really show a lot of emotion 
a lot of times, but it came out of 
me there.” 

Mariano Rivera followed with 
a hitless ninth for his record 36th 
playoff save, his second this year.

Utley’s error a key as Los Angeles comes back to square NLCUS at one game apiece

LOS ANGELES — Keeping 
the Los Angeles Dodgers down 
through seven innings is no guar- 
antee of a victory. Philadelphia 
found that out the hard way. 

Pedro Martinez allowed just 
two hits over seven shutout in- 
nings for the Phillies, but once he 
left, the Dodgers staged their lat- 
est playoff rally in the weirdest, 
wackiest way. 

A grounder off a fielder’s glove. 
A bunt that slipped by two play- 
ers. A throwing error by Chase 
Utley, along with a pinch-hit sin- 
gle and two walks in the eighth 
inning added up to a 2-1 victory 
over the Phillies on Friday, tying 
the NL championship series at 
one game apiece. 

“Tt does so much for your con- 
fidence,” Dodgers third baseman 
Casey Blake said. “We’re starting 
over.” 

Game 3 in the best-of-seven se- 
ries is Sunday in Philadelphia. 

“We only need three more 
games to do something special,” 
said Dodgers slugger Manny 
Ramirez, who went 0-for-4 with 
a strikeout. 

Eight of the Dodgers’ 42 come- 
back victories during the regular 
season came when trailing after 
seven innings. Now, they have 
two in the playoffs. 

“We’ve been doing it all year, 
it seems like. We’re relentless. 
We never give up,” catcher Rus- 
sell Martin said. “We go out 
there and compete, play through 
27 outs, and whatever happens, 
happens. But we never keep our 
heads down.” 

Andre Ethier drew a bases- 
loaded, two-out walk off rookie 
J.A. Happ, capping the Dodgers’ 
rally in the eighth. 

Vicente Padilla pitched bril- 
liantly for 71/3 innings and the 
Los Angeles bullpen did the rest.

Hong-Chih Kuo threw three 
pitches, getting two outs and the 
victory, and Jonathan Broxton 
worked a perfect ninth for the 
save. 

Philadelphia wound up using 
five relievers in the eighth, none 
of them closer Brad Lidge, who 
didn’t get into the game. 

“T don’t think it will have any 
lasting effect on us,” Martinez 
said. “We didn’t execute. We made 
errors. If we hit like we normally 
do, I don’t think the game’s going 
to end up 2-1.” 

For the second time in this 
year’s playoffs, a visiting team 
let a late lead slip away at Dodger 
Stadium. Last week, St. Louis left 
fielder Matt Holliday’s two-out 
error on an easy fly ball in the 
ninth doomed the Cardinals, who 
were swept by the Dodgers. 

The Dodgers perfected their 
late-inning magic during the reg- 
ular season by winning 12 games 
in walk-offs, third-best in the ma- 
jors. It didn’t come down to that 
Friday. 

Martinez and Padilla dueled 
through seven innings in a match- 
up of castoffs. 

Padilla allowed one run and 
four hits, struck out six and 
walked one. He exited to a stand- 
ing ovation from the sellout crowd 
of 56,000, tipping his cap as he 
walked off. 

“It’s my first time playing in 
front of a big crowd like this in a 
game that’s more important than 
I’ve ever pitched in my life, and I 


was very emotional,” Padilla said 
through a translator. 

Martinez, plagued by injuries, 
was released by the New York 
Mets last season, and Padilla was 
dumped by Texas in August. He 
signed with the Dodgers two days 
later, excelled during their drive 
to a second consecutive NL West 
title and pitched well against St. 
Louis in the first round. 

“I was very happy with the 
way I pitched,” Padilla said. “AI- 
though we were losing, I knew 
that the guys were going to come 
back, and I think I’m more happy 
now because the team won.” 

Ethier led the Dodgers with a 
career-high 31 homers in the reg- 
ular season, but he resisted his 
instincts with the bases loaded 
and a full count. 

“Of course, you want to get the 
job done by swinging, but at the 
same time, don’t be too aggres- 
sive and don’t get yourself out,” 
he said. “Donnie (hitting coach 
Mattingly) has been preaching 
to me a lot that once the playoffs 
start, be patient, get your pitch to 
hit and see it. Donnie’s voice was 
in my head the whole time, and I 
guess it came in handy there.” 

The Dodgers were down 1-0 
when Blake opened the eighth 
with a single off the outstretched 
glove of third baseman Pedro 
Feliz. Ronnie Belliard’s bunt 
single got past Chan Ho Park and 
first baseman Ryan Howard. 

“The bunt was a huge play, the 
fact that it got by Chan Ho and it 


got over in no-man’s-land where 
(Ryan) Howard couldn’t get to it,” 
Phillies manager Charlie Manuel 
said. “It seemed like we couldn’t 
get out of the inning.” 

Martin followed with a ground- 
er to Feliz, who made a good 
throw to Utley. But the four-time 
All-Star threw away the relay 
after making just four throwing 
errors during the regular season. 
This one allowed pinch-runner 
Juan Pierre to score the tying run 
from second. 

“Thad plenty of time to turn it. I 
just didn’t make the throw,” Utley 
said. “A lot of things could have 
gone differently, not just that play. 
Chan Ho made a good pitch to get 
a ground ball, which was what we 
needed, but we couldn’t turn it.” 

After pinch-hitter Jim Thome 
singled off Scott Eyre, Rafael Fur- 
cal drew a walk off Ryan Madson 
that loaded the bases. Matt Kemp 
struck out before Happ relieved 
and walked Ethier. 

“He laid off what looked like 
some tough pitches away, and 
at 3-and-2 it’s tough, when your 
mentality is swing, swing, swing, 
to take a pitch, and it was huge,” 
Dodgers manager Joe ‘Torre 
said. 

Park, a former Dodgers pitch- 
er, took the loss, giving up two 
runs and two hits in one-third of 
an inning. 

Howard’s homer in the fourth 
off Padilla accounted for the only 
run until the eighth.

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Former manager Garner interviews with Astros

HOUSTON — Phil Garner 
didn’t need to bring a résumé to 
his interview with the Houston 
Astros on Saturday. 

He just wore his NL champion- 
ship ring. 

Garner met with the Astros to 
talk about becoming their next 
manager, just over two years after 
the franchise fired him. His suc- 
cessor, Cecil Cooper, was fired on 
Sept. 21, two weeks before Hous- 
ton finished the season 74-88. 

Garner didn’t intend to chase 
his old job. He got an interview 
after calling president of baseball 
operations Tal Smith to put in a 
recommendation for former Ari- 
zona manager Bob Melvin, who 
interviewed for the job on Fri- 
day. Melvin previously worked as 
Garner’s bench coach. 

Smith told Garner that he could 
be a candidate if he wanted to be, 
and Garner said he was interest- 
ed. He said he never harbored ill 
will toward the team after he was 
fired in August 2007. 

“When you go back and look 
at that time, it was probably the 
right thing to do,” he said. “This 
is a different scenario now. That’s 
why I decided to put my name 
in the hat and see if there’s a fit 
here. 

“T don’t think what happened in 
’07 is going to have anything to do 
with this.” 

Houston made its only World 
Series appearance under Garner 
in 2005, when Roger Clemens and 
Andy Pettitte anchored the pitch- 
ing staff. 

Garner took over the Astros in 
the middle of the previous season, 
after Jimy Williams was fired. 
Houston went 48-26 the rest of the 
way, earned the NL wild card and 
pushed St. Louis to seven games 
in the NL championship series. 

The Astros won their second 
straight wild-card berth in 2005 
before they were swept by the 
Chicago White Sox in the World 
Series. 

Houston went 82-80 in 2006, 
finishing 1’ games behind the 
Cardinals in the NL Central, then 
slumped in 2007, after Clemens 
and Pettitte departed. The Astros 
were 58-73 when Garner and gen- 
eral manager Tim Purpura were 
fired. 


Kyle Busch rolls to seventh 
Nationwide victory of season 


CONCORD, N.C. — Kyle Busch 
is feeling better, thanks. The 
NASCAR star shrugged off walk- 
ing pneumonia to dominate the 
Nationwide Series race at Lowe’s 
Motor Speedway on Friday night, 
picking up his seventh victory 
of the year to extend his points 
lead over Carl Edwards with four 
races remaining. 

Mike Bliss was second, fol- 
lowed by Dave Blaney and Brian 
Vickers. Edwards finished fifth to 
drop 195 points behind Busch. 

Busch led 137 laps at the 1.5- 
mile oval, and celebrated his 
first Nationwide victory in nearly 
three months by doing a couple 
of burnouts after grabbing the 
checkered flag. 

It was his 28th career Nation- 
wide victory, but his first since 
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Kentucky basketball coach John Calipari waves to the fans during 
Big Blue Madness to kick off the season in Lexington, Ky., on Friday.

TAMPA, Fla. — The winless 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers traded 
underachieving defensive end 
Gaines Adams to the Chicago 
Bears for a second-round pick in 
the 2010 draft. 

The deal Friday night came 
four days before the NFL trade 
deadline. 

Adams was the fourth over- 
all pick in the 2007 draft out of 
Clemson and had 13’ sacks in 
two-plus seasons with the Bucs, 
failing to play up to expectations 
that he’d help revive a once-re- 
vered pass rush. 

In five games this season, 
Adams had 14 tackles and one 
sack. Stylez G. White likely will 
fill the opening in the lineup 
when the Bucs face the Carolina 
Panthers on Sunday. 

Rookie coach Raheem Morris 
singled outthe 6-foot-5, 258-pound 
defensive end on the opening day 
of training camp, saying Adams 
would be considered a “bust” if 
he didn’t post double-digit sacks 
this season. 

Adams, 26, had six sacks as a 
rookie and 612 last season, when 
the absence of a consistent pass 
rush contributed to a collapse 
that cost Tampa Bay a playoff 
berth. After winning nine of their 
first 12 games, the Bucs lost four 
straight down the stretch. 


Goodell, NFLPA director 
to testify to Congress 


WASHINGTON — NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell and 
Players Association executive 
director DeMaurice Smith will 
testify during a Congressional 
hearing on head injuries among 
NFL players. 

House Judiciary Committee 
Chairman John Conyers, Jr., 
D-Mich., said Friday that the 
committee will hold its hearing 
Oct. 28. Conyers announced the 
committee’s intention to hold the 
hearings on legal issues relating 
to football head injuries Oct. 2. 

“The committee expects to 
hear from medical experts, for- 
mer players, and others about 
the prevalence of these injuries 
and the conditions which may 
have contributed to their lasting 
effects at the professional and 
amateur levels,’ Conyers said in 
a statement. 

The hearings will look at the 
lasting impact of head injuries, 
how to limit them and how to 
compensate players and their

families. 

The decision to hold the hear- 
ings follows a preliminary study 
done for the NFL which suggested 
retired pro football players may 
have a higher rate than normal 
of Alzheimer’s disease or other 
memory problems. The study, 
which has not been published in a 
peer-reviewed journal, was done 
at the University of Michigan. 

The results show the topic is 
worth further study, but they do 
not prove a link between playing 
football and later mental troubles, 
David Weir, the lead author of the 
study, said. 


Roethlisberger wants 
damages from accuser 


RENO, Nev. — Ben Roethlis- 
berger is seeking unspecified 
counter damages from a woman 
he says falsely accused him of 
rape in what his lawyer describes 
as a plan she hatched to seduce 
the Pittsburgh Steelers quarter- 
back in his Lake Tahoe casino- 
hotel room. 

The woman alleged in a civil 
suit filed in Washoe District Court 
in July that Roethlisberger sexu- 
ally assaulted her at Harrah’s in 
July 2008 after he lured her there 
under the false pretense of need- 
ing his television repaired. 

Roethlisberger’s lawyer, John 
Echeverria, said in a response to 
the lawsuit filed this week that 
the woman made up the story 
because she knew it was against 
Harrah’s policy for employees 
to visit a guest’s room without a 
work-related purpose. 

Her violation of the policy “was 
a deliberate step in her plan to 
seduce Mr. Roethlisberger,” Ech- 
everria wrote. 

“At all times while she was in 
Mr. Roethlisberger’s room, (the 
woman) acted voluntarily. Mr. 
Roethlisberger did not sexually 
assault, assault, batter, falsely 
imprison or otherwise commit 
any crime.” 

The response to the lawsuit in- 
cludes counterclaims against the 
two-time Super Bowl winner’s 
accuser for “extortion, abuse of 
process and defamation.” 

He seeks unspecified dam- 
ages in excess of $10,000 to com- 
pensate for “lost opportunity for 
endorsement deals and other rev- 
enues, damage to his reputation, 
emotional distress and legal fees 
and costs.” 

The woman “willfully, inten- 
tionally and maliciously made 
and published unprivileged de- 
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famatory statements including 
that Mr. Roethlisberger sexually 
assaulted her,” Echeverria said. 

Cal Dunlap, the woman’s law- 
yer, said Friday he had no com- 
ment on the new filing.

— De- 
troit Lions quarterback Matthew 
Stafford is listed as questionable 
for Sunday’s game at Green Bay.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Joey Elliott and Purdue shocked 
mistake-prone Ohio State. 

Elliott threw for 281 yards and 
two touchdowns, and the Boiler- 
makers snapped a five-game los- 
ing streak by beating No. 7 Ohio 
State 26-18 Saturday to effective- 
ly end what national-title chances 
remained for the Buckeyes. 

Purdue dominated the first 
three quarters, then held on as 
Ohio State tried to mount a come- 
back behind Terrelle Pryor, who 
threw two interceptions and lost 
two fumbles. 

The Boilermakers (2-5, 1-2) 
had lost five in a row since beat- 
ing Toledo to start Danny Hope’s 
first season as coach, and fans 
were starting to get restless. But 
when the clock ran out Saturday, 
students poured onto the field to 
celebrate the upset. 

“Right now, a win against any- 
body is good for our football pro- 
gram,” Hope said as fans reached 
from behind to muss his hair 
affectionately. 

It was Purdue’s first victory 
over a ranked team since 2003 
and its first over the Buckeyes 
since 2004. Ohio State (5-2, 3-1) 
failed to tie the Big Ten record of 
17 consecutive conference road 
victories. 

Purdue led 26-10 in the fourth 
quarter before Pryor got the 
Buckeyes back into the game. He 
avoided a rush, then heaved a 25- 
yard touchdown pass to DeVier 
Posey with 7:14 to play. Pryor ran 
in the 2-point conversion to cut 
Purdue’s lead to 26-18. 

Ohio State got the ball back 
and moved into Purdue territory. 
Ryan Kerrigan sacked Pryor on 
third-and-5, setting up fourth- 
and-14 from the Purdue 38. Pry- 
or’s inaccurate pass downfield 
was batted away by David Pend- 
er, and Purdue took over. 

The Boilermakers appeared to 
be stopped when a screen pass 
on third-and-9 went nowhere, 
but one more mistake ended the 
Buckeyes chances. 

Doug Worthington was flagged 
for a face-mask infraction, and 
the personal foul gave Purdue a 
first down.

MADISON, Wis. — No. 11 Iowa needed a 
second-half rally to keep its perfect season 
alive, coming back to beat Wisconsin 20-10 on 
Saturday. 

Trailing by a touchdown at halftime, the 
Hawkeyes (7-0, 3-0 Big Ten) began the third 
quarter by turning an interception into a tying 
touchdown pass from quarterback Ricky 
Stanzi to tight end Tony Moeaki. 

Iowa took the lead on a 10-yard run by 
Adam Robinson early in the fourth quarter, 
and the Hawkeyes’ defense kept the Badgers 
scoreless in the second half. 

After appearing vulnerable to the run early, 
Iowa clamped down on Wisconsin (5-2, 2-2) 
and running back John Clay, who might have 
been slowed by a second-quarter leg injury 
after a big first quarter. Clay finished with 75 
yards rushing. 

Wisconsin quarterback Scott Tolzien threw 
three interceptions. 


Stanzi was 17-of-23 for 218 yards and 
a touchdown. Derrell Johnson-Koulianos 
caught eight passes for 113 yards. 

Iowa cornerback Amari Spievey had two in- 
terceptions, the first sparking the Hawkeyes’ 
comeback. With Iowa down 10-3 in the second 
half, Spievey picked off a pass from Tolzien 
near midfield. Iowa drove to the Wisconsin 24, 
where Stanzi faced third-and-7. Under heavy 
pressure, he rolled out and heaved deep to 
Moeaki, who made a tough catch in the corner 
of the end zone. 

The Badgers held Moeaki, who caught two 
long TD passes against Michigan last week, 
without a catch in the first half.

Moeaki made another big play midway 
through the fourth quarter, a tough catch in 
traffic to convert third-and-13 despite being 
interfered with on the play.

With Wisconsin near midfield and trailing 
by 10, Hawkeyes linebacker A.J. Edds inter- 
cepted a pass by Tolzien, and Spievey picked 
off another one with time running out.

DALLAS — Enough about Colt 
McCoy and the Texas offense. The 
Longhorns knocked off archrival 
Oklahoma on Saturday because 
of their defense. 

Aaron Williams knocked out 
Heisman Trophy winner Sam 
Bradford on a first-quarter sack, 
then he and Earl Thomas picked 
off passes from backup Landry 
Jones in the fourth quarter to 
send No. 3 Texas to a 16-13 vic- 
tory Saturday over the No. 20 
Sooners. 

The 104th edition of the Red 
River Rivalry was one of the ug- 
liest, with the teams combining 
for eight turnovers and only one 
touchdown from each of their sup- 
posedly high-scoring offenses. 

But for McCoy and the Long- 
horns (6-0, 3-0 Big 12), all that 
matters is the ‘W’. It’s their fourth 
in five years over the Sooners 
and it keeps alive hopes of win- 
ning the national championship. 
They’ll have to be a lot crisper to 
win at Missouri and at Oklahoma 
State the next two weeks. 

Oklahoma (3-3, 1-1) lost this 
game last year yet won the con- 
ference title and played for the 
national championship. That 
won't happen this year. 

Bradford was certain to cash in 
as one of the top picks in the last 
NFL Draft, but opted to return 
for his junior season. Playing be- 
hind an inexperienced line, he 
sprained his throwing shoulder in 
the opener, took a month off and
